REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest in combination the claimed method and 
apparatus of tucking a pair of opposing side panels onto a body portion of a pant-like garment. 

In particular the prior art of record fails to disclose the claimed method of tucking a pair 
of opposing side panels onto a body portion of a pant-like garment comprising among other 
features a step of using a vacuum force to hold the body portion of the garment and using a 
mechanical tucking device to push the opposing side panels onto the body portion, wherein the 
mechanical tucking device includes two opposing assemblies while each assembly including one 
tucking blade on a rotary paddle or one tucking blade conveyed along a track while the vacuum 
force is holding the body portion. 

The prior art of record also fails to disclose the claimed apparatus of tucking a pair of 
opposing side panels onto a body portion of a pant-like garment comprising among other features 
a conveyor with a vacuum zone to hold the body portion of the garment and using a mechanical 
tucking device to push the opposing side panels onto the body portion, wherein the mechanical 
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tucking device includes two opposing assemblies while each assembly including one tucking 
blade on a rotary paddle or one tucking blade conveyed along a track while the vacuum is 
holding the body portion.
